According to Richard J. Lyons, 


state director of revenue, comple- 
tion of assessment on railroads 
and capital stock in Illinois for 
1953, shows an increase of $20,442,- 
065 over the preceding year.

getting too fat, you can help keep 
their weight gains down by feed 
ing more oats or alfalfa meal in 
their ration. 


D. E. Becker, member of the 


swine division at the University 
of Illinois College of Agriculture, 
&ays that the weight you should 
allow bred gilts and sows to gain 
before farrowing depends on their 
condition in the fall.'

Becker believes that it is best if 


gilts gain between 100 and 125 
pounds during pregnancy. Sows 
can gain from 75 to 100 pounds. Ex- 
tra weight will make the sows 
clumsy and cause too many pigs 
to be overlaid at farrowing. 


It is easy to regulate the weight 


gams of your Bows and gilts if you 
hand-feed. 'Since many

.vave labor" by self-feeding, they 
can regulate the gains by regulat- 
ing the bulk in the ration. 


A good ration for bred sows and

Tuberculosis 
Still Causing 
Poultry Loss 


URBANA—Tuberculosis is still 


causing heavy losses in some poul- 
try flocks, says Dr. L. £. Hanson 
of the University of Illinois college 
of veterinary medicine. 


Tuberculosis bacteria multiply 


slowly, so tuberculosis is usually 
found in birds over nine months 
old. Call your veterinarian if your 
older birds are lamer lose their 
appetites or have a pale color. 


Tnere is no known treatment for 


tuberculosis. If many of your birds 
get the disease, you'd better get 
rid of the whole flock quickly. But 
if only a few birds show symptoms 
of the disease, you may destroy 
the affected birds and wait until 
the end of the laying season before 
disposing of the rest of the flock. 


Then be sure to clean and disin- 


fect the buildings and plow and 
seed the poultry yard before bring- 
ing in a new flock. 


Take these few simple steps to 


cut down the tuberculosis threat 
m your flock: 


1. Put new chicks hi a clean 


bt coder house and on a clean 
range. 


2 Keep your chicks separated 


from older chickens and other' 
poultry. 


3. Keep only pullet flocks, since 


older birds are more likely to get 
tuberculosis-. 


4. Keep your chickens out of the 


hog pasture and hog pens. Chickens 
can either pick up 
tuberculosis 


from swine or pass the disease on 
to them.

Pollination Is Key 
To Production of 
Good Fruit Crop 


URBANA — If you have a strong, 


healthy fruit tree that never pro- 
duces fruit, chances are that the 
tree is never cross-pollinated. 


J. C. McDaniel, University of Il- 


linois fruit specialist, says there 
aie many cases and causes of poor 
or no pollination in Illinois. 


You don't often run into this dif- 


ficulty with common fruits, he 
says With apples there is usually 
another apple tree not too far 
awa>, from which bees carry pol- 
len to your tiee. Most of the stone- 
fruit trees pollinate themselves. 
Present-day berry and grape varie- 
les are also self-fruitful 
Biggest problem of nonpollemza- 


ion occurs in Illinois in sweet cher- 
ics, pears and walnuts and other 
nuts. 


Best way to avoid the trouble, 


accoidmg to McDaniel, is to grow 
wo trees of different varieties. If 


<, ou have an old tree and don't want 
to plant another/you can giaft or 
bud another variety onto the old 
one If you don't know the variety 
of the tree you have, graft two com- 
patible varieties to it, he says. 


You can get information on bud- 


ding from the farm adviser or from

Jan. 8 that he was willing to 
"lean over backward" to get the 
Democrats to return, but that on 
the issue of hiring and firing the 
staff "I will be competely ada- 
mant — I will not give an inch." 


Sen.

(D-Ark), who 


had led - the Democrats' resigna- 
tion from the subcommittee, said 
the negotiated peace amounted to 
"complete vindication of the posi- 
tion we took."

McClellan told newsmen in Mc- 


Carthy's presence he sees no rea- 
son why Democrats now should 
not agree to serve on the subcom- 
mittee, adding: "This removes the 
barrier."

son ^D-Wash), the others who had 
quit. - 


The tthree Democrats said they

McCarthy told reporters he had 


made concessions because he dis- 
liked "the dangerous precedent" 
of having a one-party subcommit- 
tee' with such wide investigating 
powers.

The Points of Difference in the 


Bricker Amendment 


• 
President Eisenhower has declared unalterable opposi- 


tion to the constitutional amendment offered by Sen. Bricker 
(R-Ohio), oa which the senate is about to begin debate. 


Article VI of the Constitution—to which all the states 


agreed, says: ". . . All treaties shall be the supreme law of 
the land . . . laws of any state to the contrary notwith- 
standing." 


In recent years groups and individuals have expressed 


fears like these: This government might make a treaty— 
meaning the president and senate—with some international 
organization, such as the United Nations, which would over, 
ride state laws. For instance, on racial problems or work- 
ing hours or medical care or the trial of persons accused of 
crimes. 


There was much criticism of some of President Roose- 


velt's agreements, and these groups argue there should be 
come check. They say one man, a president, might damage 
the country or deliberately resort to the agreement device to 
avoid senate disapproval if he offers a treaty. 
*

Should the Constitution be amended to avoid such pos- 


sibilities? Constitutional lawyers are divided. Bricker and 
the house of delegates of the American Bar Assn. both pro- 
posed amendments. 


Two parts of the Bricker amendment are causing the 
most heat. 


One says: "A treaty shall become effective as internal 


law in the United States only through legislation which would 
be valid in the absence of treaty." 


This has come-to be known as the "Which Clause." 
Bricker says nothing would be changed by that*in the 


case of a treaty involving only this country's international 
relations, like the North Atlantic Pact. Such a treaty would 
still require only a two-thirds senate vote. 


But say it was a treaty establishing a uniform period of 


residence for divorce in all countries. In this country states 
make their own divorce laws. Uncfer the Bricker amend- 
ment, such a divorce treaty couldn't go into effect if the 
states were unwilling to change their divorce laws to con- 
form.

Business Are Bright 
Profits Up About 12 Per 
Cent, Statements Indicate 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK UP) - First reports 


on profits indicate that corpora- 
tions turned in about 12 per cent 
beter net earnings statements in 
1953 than the year before. 


This is the' cheerful background 


to the President's upcoming re- 
port to Congress on the nation's 
economic health. It is also cheer- 
ful to the U. S. Treasury, since it 
will be collecting 52 per cent of 
ordinary corporate t earnings 
in 


taxes and, in addition, excess prof- 
its tax up to 70 per cent of all 
earnings from 50,000 of the cor- 
porations. EPT was in effect for 
all of 1953. 


Almost three out of every four 


corporations show better net prof- 
its after taxes in 1953 than in 1952, 
on the basis of the first 70 cor- 
porations to report 


Were Falling 


A sobering note, however, is 


that earnings apparently were fall- 
ing in the second half of the year, 
after reaching their peak in the 
spring months. In .the first half of 
the year corporate profits were 
running 24 per cent ahead of the 
previous year. By the nine months 
point, the gain had dropped to 18 
per cent. Fourth quarter Earnings 
appear to have dropped consider- 
ably, whittling the gain for the en- 
tire year to 12 per cent—on the 
basis of the first early returns. 


The great flood of annual re- 


ports is still to come, and when all 
are in, many weeks hence, the re«? 
•ults could be quite different. In 
the past, however, first reports

Nineteen of the 70 show earnings 


lower last year than in 1952. Some 
of the -worst declines' are in the 
farm equipment industry, reflect- 
ing setback in sales traced to the 
drop in farmers' incomes'. Some of 
the .early reports in the textile, 
retail and machinery companies 
appear in the decline column, but 


too few are in yet to Bet a sure 
trend. 


Among the 51 companies show- 


ing better profits in 1953, the steels 
stand out. This is partly due to 
high operating rates and higher 
prices, but in even larger measure 
to the fact that earnings were 
down in 1952 because of the pro- 
longed strike. 


Utilities Gain 


Most utilities are turning in con- 


stent gains in income over the 
previous year, and since they are 
among the first to report they may 
weigh the total too heavily. - 


Whether the slid? in profits in- 


dicated in the fourth quarter is 
continuing into the present yedr, 
and how long it, will continue, has 
'both corporate managements and 
stock traders wondering.

The government accuses- Vasen 


of bilking nearly 300 investors of 
two million dollars and says the 
well, drilled to a depts of 20,450 
feet, has produced only sulphur 
gas. 


Moore testified he signed a con- 


tract with Vasen in March, 1950, 
which gave the Californian the 
right to sell 3,200 acres of oil 
leases when the Wiggins well final- 
ly produced. It provided that Va- 
sen would receive $1,600,000 for 
the leases and that Moore would 
keep any additional sums collect- 
ed as a bonus. 


Two hours after signing the con- 


tract, Moore testified, he read the 
entire contract and learned he was 
to pay Vasen 10 per cent of the 
total, or $160,000, within 15 days.

Prison Term 


ST. LOUIS dft— Glenn Chernick, 


22-year-old former Marquette uni- 
versity football player, was con- 
victed by a Circuit Court jury 
Monday night of armed robbery 
in the attempted holdup of the 
Southwest Bank here last April. 
He was sentenced to five years in 
prison. 


The sentence was the minimum 


under the state law. Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Raymond Bruntrag- 
er, in his closing arguments, asked 
the jury to impose the death penal- 
ty—the maximum in Missouri for 
armed robbery. 


Chernick was accused of being

WASHINGTON (ffl —Rep. Robert 
. Condon, California Democrat, 


denied categorically to a congres- 
sional committee that he is now or 
ever was a Communist or a Com* 
munist sympathizer. 


The 41-year-old first-term legis- 
ator referred to himself in testi- 
mony prepared for .the Senate- 
HcJuse Atomic Energy Committee 
as "a liberal Democrat who fol- 
lows the policies of the New Deal 
and the Fair Deal." 


Condon -asked an opportunity to 


testify under oath after being de- 
nied access last summer to an 
atomic test in Nevada to which he 
and other Congress members had 
been invited, and after having been 
described as having attended a 
Communist meeting in 1948. He 
previously had denied any Com- 
munist affiliations past or pres- 
ent, In a speech to the House and 
in public statements. 


Adds Comment 


Commenting that the Atomic 


Energy Commission acted to bar 
him from the Navada test on the 
basis of statements of undisclose< 
witnesses, Condon told the com 
mittee he takes "little comfort tha 
the same brush is being used to 
smear other Americans prominen1' 
in public life." 


"Too many people," he said 


"unthinkingly accept an accusa 
tion as a conviction" and "evalu 
ate malicious gossip on the same 
plane as credible evidence. 


"I am charged with proving 


negative,", he saW, "that is, that 
certain allegations are not so and 
that certain inferences should not 
toe drawn. The negative itself is ob- 
viously found in hearsay of un- 
known witnesses whose credibility 
cannot be. tested." 


Contrary to "all our American 


concepts of justice," he continued, 
"I apparently will have the bur- 
den of proving my Innocepce In- 
stead of my known accusers prov- 
ing their charges." 


Many Charges 


Condon said a memo furnished 


him last June by the AEC after he 
had been barred from.the Nevada 
tests made many charges and 
statements. He said the AEC con- 
ceded all of them had been "re- 
ported" and none of them identi- 
fied the person who did the re- 
porting. 


He has been unable, he said, to 


see the original, documents on 
which the AEC memo was based. 


As for,tha accusation of Commu- 


nist party membership,. Condon 
mid: 


"I am not now nor have I ever 


been a member of the Communist 
party, and to the best of my knowl- 
edge my wife is not now and has 
never been a member el ttM Com-

GOP Says Strike 
Vote Is Doomed 


Convinced Ike's Plan 
Faces Congress Defeat 


WASHINGTON (fft— 
Top admin- 


istration officials were reported 
convinced today that President 
Eisenhower's proposal for secret 
government-supervised strike, votes 
in labor disputes is all but dead. 


The proposal was certain to 


come in for more discussion dur- 
ing Secretary of Labor Mitchell's 
return appearance at a senate 
labor committee hearing today for 
further questioning on Eisenhow- 
er's 14-point program for revising 
the Taft-Hartley labor law. 


Mitchell was to be followed at 


the senate hearing by W. B. Bar- 
ton, general counsel of the U. S. 
chamber of commerce. 


Informed sources who asked not 


to b« quoted by name said Eisen- 
hower's chief labor advisers now 
feel the strike vote proposal would 
meet overpowering opposition in 
the senate. 


Barton said the chamber feels a 


strike vote should be taken prior 
to a walkout1 "and only-after col- 
ectlve 
bargaining 
negotiations 


have reached an impasse," 


Eisenhower did not stipulate 


whether h« thought the vote should 


baton or during * *trifco. 


However, a bill drafted at the 
White House and introduced by 
Chairman H. Alexander Smith (R 
NJ) of the senate labor committee 
provides for a vote 'after the strike 
has started. 


Among the Eisenhower recom 


mendations to which the chamber 
noted exceptions was a suggestion 
that presidential boards set up in 
national emergency labor disputes 
be allowed to recommend settle- 
ment terms. They now operate as 
fact-finding bodies only. 


"We fear this would develop into 


a disguise3 form of compulsory 
arbitration," Barton uaid.

Mexican Farm Laborers 
Create -Border Problem 


CALKXICO, Calif. <*-The feed- 


ing and housing of some 10,000 
Mexican farm laborers across the- 
border presented a serious prob- 
lem .today while American and 
Mexican authorities switched from 
one policy to another. 


The waiting workers, victims of 


the confusion, want jobs in Cali- 
fornia's Imperial Valley, 'where 
harvest labor is needed. 


These developments came rapid- 


ly during the past 24 hours: 


The trapped workers increased 


alarmingly in number across the 
line in Mexicali, where Mexican 
guards sought to prevent them 
from going over into the United 
States because a ' contract labor 
agreement between the two gov- 
ernments has expired. 


In this bordertown on the Amer- 


ican side, authorities were recruit- 
ing those braceros—farm laborers 
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—who managed to cross In spite of 
.the Mexican guards. 


Then, Monday night, the Mexi- 


can guards suddenly let down the 
bars. The braceros flooded through 
the border gates. And, just as sud- 
denly, the American guards slam- 
med the door on their side. They 
indicated the flow was jamming 
immigration machinery. 


U.S. immigration officials said 


Imperial Valley farmers had near- 
ly all the Mexicans they needed. 


The lifting of the bars by'Mex- 


ican authorities was explained this 
way by Mexican's immigration 
chief, J. Tulio Lopez Lira: 


"We are not permitting our peo- 


ple to cross. We merely have 
stopped using force to keep them 
in Mexico. We kept them in the 
country unti> now in order to ex- 
plain that their contracts under 
the new American hiring plan 
would be less advantageous • than 
conditions which had prevailed 
under the old United States-Mex- 
ico labor agreement." 


The Baja California state gov- 


ernment Monday appointed a com- 
mittee to arrange transportation 
for the laborers back to their 
homes in interior Mexico at the 
rate of 500 a day.
